Colonel John P. Nicholson, veteran 
of the Civil W ar and for thirty years 
chairman of the Gettysburg Nation­ 
al Military Park Commistion, 
died 
Wednesday at his 
home, No. 1124 
North Forty-first 
street, Philadel­ 
phia. 
He was in the eightieth year 
of his life. 
Colonel Nicholson had been failing 
in health for some time, but was able 
to attend to his business up to the 
day of his death. 
He was taken ill 
about 5 o’dlock Wednesday morning 
and soon became unconscious. 
Ane­ 
mia was given as the cause of death. 
For many years ho was a member of 
the bookbinding firm of Paw.son 
& 
Nicholson, 
in 
Philadelphia, 
from 
which he retired some years ago. 
In July, 1893, 
when the Gettys­ 
burg National Military Park Commis­ 
sion was authorized under the Cleve­ 
land administration, Mr. 
Nicholson 
was named chairman, which position 
he held until his death. 
During the 
lart thirty years he spent the sum­ 
mer months in Gettysburg and the 
remainder of the time in Philadel­ 
phia. 
Before the commission was formed 
the battlefield was under the charge 
of the Gettysburg Memorial Associa­ 
tion. 
This organization planned the 
field upon a limited scale. 
It 
re­ 
mained for Colonel Nicholson to re­ 
establish the battle lines and perfect 
a system 
of roads 
and memorials 
which made the story of the conflict 
here to all who visited the scene of 
the greatest battle in the Civil War. 
It was under his administration that 
the improved roads and fences wert 
constructed and 
hundreds of valu­ 
able monuments, tablets and markers 
erected. 
He 
received the 
highest 
commendation 
of 
succeeding 
sec­ 
retaries of war for his work in creat­ 
ing the best marked battlefield in the 
United States. 
Colonel Nicholson was recorder of 
the Pennsylvania Commandery of the 
Loyal 
Legion 
and 
commander-in- 
chief 
of 
the national organization. 
Regarding his qualifications the fol­ 
lowing comment has been made by the 
State commandery: 
Pay High Tribute 
“Possessed of administrative abil­ 
ity of the highest character, intensely 
proud of the achievements of the Ar­ 
my and Navy of

covered late Wednesday afternoon by 
a squad of revenue agents, headed by 
L. S. Evans of Washington. 
Seven­ 
teen other barrels of whisky were re­ 
covered 
near 
Jefferson 
on 
an 
abandoned tiuck, bringing- the total 
amount recovered to 28 barrels. 
Haines and his negro farm laborer 
are under arrest 
at the 
Frederick 
county jail charged with complicity 
in the whisky raid. Officials say tho 
whisky was rolled from trucks into 
the Haines stable Wednesday morning 
before daylight. 
Jt is claimed that 
four members of the raiding 
party 
superintended 
the 
hiding of 
the 
whisky, and that they are known. 
It 
is probable that they will be arrested 
within the next 24 hours. 
The first truckload of the 
stolen 
whisky was recovered. 
The engine 
of the tr uck had stalled, and officials 
say the driver and guards 
broke 
open one barrel and were intoxicated 
when the truck was abandoned. 
It is estimated that 2400 gallons of 
liquor were taken by the robbers. 
At 
bootlegging rates it would be worth 
approximately $100,000. 
The value 
of liquor stolen from the distillery 
within the year is estimated at nearly 
$250,000, based on “bootleg” ratings. 
Unlike the first raid, when Federal 
agents were not notified until several 
days after the robbery, Wednesday’s 
investigation began at once. 
C. T. 
Meyer, secretary of the 
Distillery 
Company, reported the robbery 
to 
Sheriff Jones at 0 a. rn., and before 
noon a squad of revenue agents were 
on the scene. 
There was a striking similarity of 
methods in the two raids.

In the community, or half of them, or 
a tenth of them, take tfce same view 
of the matter. 
Your business, In It­ 
self, may not amount to much, but 
taken together with the business of a 
hundred ptbeTs in the community, it 
amounts to a great deal. It amounts 
to the difference between a prosper* 
ous community and a “dead” one. It 
amounts to the difference, in the end, 
between good times and bad times for 
yourself and your own family.

Taxes Will Increase.

You have children to educate. You 
want your community to have good 
schools so that your children may have 
the same advantages that the children 
in the big city have, lf you live on a j 
farm you need good roads over which 
to haul your products to market. You 1 
may say that you pay your share of ; 
the taxes out of which the school- j 
houses are built and the roads con­ 
structed. Maybe you do pay your share, 
in proportion to the value of your 
w’orld’s goods, but where Is the other 
fellow to get the money to pay his 
share of the taxes If, after you pay I 
your taxes, you send the remainder of 
your money to some other community i 
to help build their schools and con- j 
struct their roads. The merchants of 
any community pay a very consider­ 
able part of the taxes collected In that 
community. Go to the tax books and 
you will find this to be the ease. When 
the business of the merchant falls off J 
and he carries smaller stocks and has 
less money in the bank, he pays small­ 
er taxes, and as the amount he pays 
In taxes decreases, the amount you 
pay must Increase lf the schools are 
to be maintained and the roads kept 
up. It may he a man’s own business lf 
he wants to send his money to help j 
build up the big cities where the mall j 
order houses nourish, but it’s poor; 
business for himself ns well as for 
everybody else in the community in 
which he lives.
